FAVOURABLE RESULTS OF 
COMPANY’S YEAR, 


From Revuter's CORRESPONDENT. 
JOHANNESBURG, May 13. 

Mr. John Martin, presiding this morning 
at the annual meeting of Rand Mines Limited, 
in reviewing the operations of the corpora- 
tion during 1951, said that, looking at the 
situation generally, shareholders would feel 
gratified by what the accounts disclosed—the 
conservative method of valuing investments, 
the comparative smallness of the depreciation 
it had been necessary to write off, the satis- 
factory profit, which amounted to £541,041, 
and the dividend return of 80 per cent. in a 
period of exceptional difficulty. The Appro- 
priation Account balance at £466,710 is an 
improvement of £37,893, and is made up of 
liquid cash after providing for all liabilities, 
amounting to 1,084, and cash assets on 
hand (less General Reserve) of a total of 
£205 .6 Assets and liabilities of the cor- 
poration in England are shown in British 
sterling, and no exchange loss has been in- 
curred to date. 

MINING AS A WHOLE—BENEFITS OF 

CHEAP LABOUR. i 

Dealing with the position of the gold min- 
SL Cool as a whole, Mr, Martin said :— 
“The greater scale of operations and the 
much larger development programmes carried 
out were made possible by an abundant supply 
of native labour. But a true 
situation cannot be obtained by looking at 
globular figures alone, and, as has been pre- 
viously emphasised, it is essential to realise 
and appreciate that within the borders of the 
industry there are many important units 


comprising separate independent companies 


occupying the border line position between 
revenue and costs, whose problems of actual 
existence are numerous and whose future is 
uncertain. There are such units within the 
Central Mining and Rand Mines group, and 
the number of them in the industry is re.

AN ILLUSORY CLAIM. 


“The Italian flag has acquired absolute 
predominance in respect of the conveyance of 
assengers from India to Europe and from 
Derees to India.” This claim, Mr. Shaw 
said, is at present illusory, but the menace 
is real, The competition is described as 
non-economic, while it is contrary to the 
ublic weal of this country, for it not only 
impairs the strength of our heritage upon the 
seas, but saps those invisible exports upon 
which the balance of our international trade 
account so largely depends.

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THE BACON POSITION. 
From OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


With the near approach of Whitsuntide, 
business in all departments of the provision 
trade has quietened’ down considerably, 
buyers analy having covered their require- 
ments over the holiday period. So far as 
bacon is concerned, with the settlement of 
labour troubles in Denmark an.l the expected 
return to normal conditions at an early date, 
buyers show no disposition to commit them- 
selves except for immediate requirements. 
With the resumption of killings of bacon pigs 
in Denmark, there is evéry prospect that 


heavy supplies of bacon will be available for | 


some time until the surplus pigs due, to the 
lock-out have been absorbed. No change is 
recorded in Irish bacon this week-end, and 
the local Bacon Committee has suspended the 
official quotation this week. Swedish and 
Dutch show a reduction of 5s., and Polish 
3s. to 4%. per cwt. Spot quotations are still 
nominal. Apart from home requirements, 
killings of pigs in Denmark have been nil. 
Those in Sweden during the t week 
totalled 10,885, a decrease of ; Holland 
26,417, increase 1,917; Poland 16,366, de- 
crease 3,472, and Lithuania 7,390, decrease 
1,870; the total for the four countries of 
61,058, or a falling-off of 4,328 as compared 
with the previous week. 


DECLINE IN BUTTER. 

Contrary to expectations, a further decline 
is recorded in butter. The Danish official 
quotation has this week been wired six kroner 
lower, and “' top ” now stands at 150 kroner 
per 100 kilos. At the corresponding period 
of last year the figure was 190 kroner, and 
in 1950 215 kroner. Although a very good 
demand has been ex sence for all descrip- 
tions of butter, difficulties being found in 
clearing available supplies. Import restric- 
tions in certain Continental countries, notably 
Belgium and France, have caused Denmark, 
Sweden and Finland to make heavier ship- 
ments to this country than might have been 
otherwise the case. Fair quantities of 
Colonial butter are also im stock and on pas- 
gage, and the comparatively low prices at 
which these are being offered are keeping the 
market in a depressed and falling condition. 
The market for eggs shows a quieter ten- 
dency, and, with prospects of increased pro- 
duction due to the milder weather prevailing, 
prices occasionally show an easier tendency. 

. i VE-STOCK. 

Taken in the aggregate, a falling-off was 
reported in the number of cattle shown at the 
Manchester Cattle Market on Tuesday last, 
although arrivals of Irish fat cattle were 
larger as com with the previous week. 
Sheep and lambs were a!so a smaller offering. 
A slight improvement was noticeable in the 
demand for fat cattle and dairy cows, and 
prices showed a firmer tendency. Sheep were 
also dearer, but lambs fairly plentiful, with 
sellers showing a disposition to grant conces- 
sions to induce business.

The work that has been accomplished by 
the Carnegie United Kingdom Trust in rural 
development, and social service in Northern 
Ireland and the Free State is outlined in the 
eighteenth annual report of the Trust. 

The report says that conditions in Northern 
Ireland are so different in many re- 
spects from those in Great Britain that dur- 
ing the past few years, apart from county 
libraries and the Young Farmers’ Clubs move- 
ment, the trustees had not, been able to find 
any practical scheme for social work in rural 
areas. During 1931, however, after consulta- 
tion with Ministers and Government officials, 
they had agreed to finance for an experi- 
mental period of twelve months a newly 
established representative committee, with a 
full-time organiser, which, after a careful 
survey, would advise the trustees as to one 
or more practical experiments which, in its 
view, seemed likely to inaugurate an ‘efficient 
social service movement in the rural areas. 
The Ministers of Agriculture and Education 
assured their support, stating that they were 
prepared atter a period of experiment to re- 
cognise officially and make permanent any 
approved activity which came within their 
respective provinces.

A “CGalkie” Weighine ACachine. 


It is possible to trace the march of 
progress in so simple a human con- 
venience as the public weighing-machine.

Che Bank Holiday. 


It may seem a matter for surprise that 
Whit Monday, now so mebiasaniid popular 
as meagre holiday, was not made a Bank 
Holiday till 1871. Though there were 
Bank Holidays before this year, they did 
not include the Monday in Whitsun 
week. Bank Holidays have suffered con- 
siderable diminution in number. Before 
1834 there were upwards of thirty-three 
altogether, but after that year they were 
reduced to four, these being Good Friday. 
the Ist of May, the 1st of November and 
Christmas Day. By the Bank Holiday 
Act of 1871, introduced by Lord Avebury. 
the following were constituted Bank Holi- 
days in England and Ireland :—FEaster 
Monday, Whit Monday, the first Monday 
of August and December 26th, if a week. 
day. In 1903 March 17th was made an 
additional Bank Holiday for Ireland.

A correspondent 

rsonages in past years have been 
esignated as ‘‘ Derby Dick,” and fables 
have been published to explain the origin 
and eccentricities of the novelistic “ Dick.” 
Hundreds of race-going men, politicians 
and county gentlemen must recall that 
the real “‘ Derby Dick” was the well- 
known M.P. for Waterford City—Mr. 
Richard Power, of Pembrokestown House, 
Tramore, Co. Waterford. 

Mr. Power was known as “ Parnell’s 
Lieutenant,’’ and during the great 
struggle, Parnellism versus McCarthyism, 
he stuck loyally to his chief. At the time 
when lime was thrown into Parnell’s face 
at Castlecomer (Co. Kilkenny) in the. be- 
ginning of 1890, Power was in constant 
attendance on Parnell, and _ eloquently 
i in the Parnellite cause. 

uring his career in the House of 
Commons Dick Power, year by yéar, 
moved the adjournment of the House for 
Derby Day, and by his manly and sports- 
manlike 6 tor amg rsed with native 
wit—completely won members to his 
sporting effort for a Derby Day holiday.

THE TARIFF ON NEWS. 

TO THK EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—Mr, McEntee is stated to have said 
that the lid. tariff on imported gage có 
will ‘‘ encourage native writers.” The effect 
of the tariff will be, in reclity, to close the 
English market to [Irish “ free-lance”’ 
journalists and authors. It is hardly to be 
expected that editors who receive some 
hundreds of articles daily will be disposed 
to single out for publication ccntributions 
from a country which has virtually prohibited 
his newspaper or petiodice! from circulation 
therein. It need hardly be said that the Irish 
market is both negligible and parochial, and 
there is every reason to suppose that it will 
continue so. If it were a part of Mr. 
McEntee’s policy to justify separate items in 
his Budget, he might, with some justification, 
admit the tariff to be prohibitive, and take 
his stand on the scandalous and sensational 
policy of certain newspapers. It is open 
knowledge that this is largely the attitude 
of the Government toward cross-Channel 
newspapers If this be so. it is an inde- 
fensible tariff because the Minister is forced 
to admit that a certain sum of money is com- 
ing into public funds which is directly trace- 
able to a trade which he considers vicious. 

If, on the other hand, the tariff be sup- 
posed to be reasonably protective, it is 
equally unsound. It amounts to placing a 
duty on what, for want of a more comprehen- 
sve phrase, must be called ideas. Mr. 
MacEntee, having exhausted the lI'mits of 
taxation on physical requirements, has suc- 
ceeded in making a nation pay for the nutri- 
tion of its mind. The tax, in its present 
form, may easily become inoperable. One 
daily newspaper has already evaded it by 
printing its front and back covers as a single

TO THE FPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—I think from the article which 
appeared im to-day’s /rish Times that the 
writer does not understand exactly the posi- 


would be given to the public is not a true 
one. In the first place, it would appear as 
though Civil Servants were in some way a 
sheltered class, who worked much shorter 
hours than other people. As a matter of | 
fact, the hours worked by Civil Servants vary 
from 9.15 or 10 o'clock in the morning till 
5 o'clock in the evening, which is quite as 
long as the hours in an office of a similar 
standing. Banks, stockbrokers and other 
offices of this kind have shorter hours than 
the Civil Service. As to holidays, these vary 
from a fortnight in the lower grades to six 
weeks in the higher grades. 

That point, however, is not as important 
as another sugyestion in your article—namely, 
that, because a Civil Servant is entitled tv 
superannuation, he is in a rather better posi- 
tion than other people. That might be the 
case if the superannuation were a grant by 
Varliament to the Civil Servant without any 
Originally, a Civil 
Servant paid 25% of his salary towards super. 
annuation, but subsequently that contribu- 
Lion was not paid by him, the reason being 
as appears from the Commission that was 
held in regard to these matters about 1859. 
that, if the Civil Servant paid a contribution 
towards his superannuation and was then dis- 
missed, he might be entitled to recover it. 
It was then arranged to give the (Crvil 
Servant a salary which would not be as high 
as the salary he would get for similar em- | 
ployment in an outside business, and this | 
difierence has been proved twice in public | 
courts—once in this country and once | 
England—to be 125%; and it was admitted | 
by the Treasury that this difference more | 
than covers the superarcuation. The proof | 
of this is that, if am officer were borrowed | 
from England op Ina full English pay, the | 
Irish Government would have to pay the 
English Government 125% towards that 
officer’s superannuation. The same thing | 
applies if an officer is lent by Great Britain 
tu Egypt or any other country. 

The suggestion in the article in to-day’s 
paper is that the Civil Servants must accept 
the 'cut” in their salaries. Why should 
Civil Servants. have their salaries reduced 
rather than any other people’ If the Govern- 
ment wish to expend money on various plans, 
providing for unemployment, giving milk tc 
necessitous children and other matters of that 
kind, and so increase the expenditure of the 
country, that expenditure, if justifiable, 
should be borne by everybody equally, 
having regard to the amount of their m-zxns. 
The only fair way to do this is by way of 
income tax or rates and taxes; then everyone 
pays an equal share. To say that, because 
one body ot people are Government servants 
and have entered on that service on the basis

I hope that the Judges 
will refuse. One of the greatest equity 
lawyers of this generation, Lord Justice 
Farwell, announced in a well-known case that 
“the Courts of Justice are the only pro- 
tection which the individual has against 
departmental aggression.’ if the Govem- 
ment of the day are entitled to call upon the 
Judges to reduce their salaries, and to force 
them by public opinion or otherwise, to do 
so, where is the independerce of the Judges! 
The English Judges ought never to have sub- 
mitted to a reduction. The only fair way of 
meeting expenditure of this kind is by in- 
come tax; when everybody would pay his 
share.—Yours, etc.,

Nearly a week after the arrival in Ireland 


Mr. Lennox Robinson, their manager, 
landed in Dublin last Friday night. He 


in October last. 
Mr. Robinson, on Saturday, gave a 
representative of the /rish Times a glowing 
account of the experiences of the party, 
which numbered thirteen all told. They 
bore the hardships of sea and land travel 
very bravely, he said. “They had travelled 
at least 25,000 miles, and he had submitted 
to about two hundred Press interviews, and 
made approximately five hundred speeches; 
Mr. Robinson could not name all the 
towns in which they played, but they were 
included in the vast area from Béston to 
Vancouver, and from Winnipeg to Florida. 
The plays which they presented were, in the 
main, comedies, such as “The Playboy,” 
“The White-head Boy.” and “ The Far- 
off Hills,” and this class of play found 
much favour with the people as a kind of 
antidote to the general depression all over 
the country, They were warmly welcomed 
wherever they went.

Case Dismissed.—At Mullingar District 
Court, before District Justice Beatty, the 
hearing was resumed of a ease in which 
Guard Ryan, Inspector of Food and.

The 
evidence for the defence was that the straw- 
berry jam in question was supplied by 
Messrs. Holloway, Dublin, where it was 
manufactured, and that apple juice (Irish) 
was used for mixing instead of an imported 
ingredient known as pecton. Mr. B. J.

The Justice, in giving hig decision, 
said that the jam consisted of strawberries 
and apple juice. There was no bad in- 
gredient detrimental to it as a food. It was 
a perfectly good article. He accepted 
in toto the evidence of Mr. Fagan. There 
was no standard laid down as to how much 
foreign matter was allowed as a mixture. The 
evidence was that 20 per cent. of apple juice 
was used. Mr, Fagan considered that per- 
centage too high, In the absence of specific 
rules he (the Justice) was not going. to 
decide whether that was or was not an 
excessive amount, and he did not think that 
he would be justified in convicting the de- 
fendant.

Advisory Committee on Rural Sanitation. 
He leaves with the best wishes of all who 
had reason to know his worth, both in the 
late and the present Government. He was 
well known in connection with public in- 
quiries in various parts of the country, and 
will be a loss to his Department. He took 
an active part in the volunteer movoment 
before the Irish Free State was established.

SOME AIDS TO 
LONGEVITY. 


replies given by tentenarians when asked 

how they have managed to exceed the 
normal span of life, Some attribute their 
longevity to total abstinence from intoxicat- 
ing liquor, plenty of open air exercise, plain 
food, and no worry, while others profess to 
eat and drink what they like, and pay no 
attention to rigid rules of health. One vener- 
able patriarch in Donegal, who is within a 
couple of yee of the century and stil) works 
in the fields, told me candidly that what kept 
the life in him was the “drop of spirits,’ 
which he took regularly every night. Per- 
haps the reasons which very old people give 
for their length of years are not always reli- 
able, but there is one subject on which they 
have been unanimous since the days of 
Methusaleh and that is the decadence of the 
younger generation. 


A THEORY OF CARRIAGE. 


A medical friend of mine has a theory on 
thé subject of old age which seems worthy of 
attention. Observation has shown that men 
and women as they grow older tend to stoop 
more, and the more they stoop the feebler 
they become. Town dwellers, as a rule, do 
not live Jong enough for the stooping to 
become very wo, but very 
old country olk, who come of 
hardier stock, are sometimes to be 
seen bent almost double, It is customary to 
regard stooping as a sign of advancing years, 
but my friend does not take that view. Old 
age, he alleges, is not necessarily the cause 
cf stooping. but stcoping is definitely one of 
the causes of old age. The much-admired 
vitality of www pensioners in the eighties 
and nineties is largely due to their erect 
carriage. President Hindenburg at the age 
of eighty-six possesses far more energy than 
many men in this country half his age, a 
circumstance which may be ‘accounted for by 
the rigid military training of his youth, 
Indeed, one of the most striking features of 
medern Germany is the magnificent carriage 
of her men, as compared with the inhabitants 
of other countries. My friend likes to put 
his theory not only literally, but metaphori- 
cally, After a certain age the earth, he says, 
begins to pull at each of us. It will 
eventually, of course, draw us beneath the 
surface, but those who hold their heads high 
and refuse to yield to the drag may, 
en disease or accident, prolong their 
years far beyond the allotted three-score and 
ten.

A COSTLY FAILURE 
. PREDICTED. 


“GAMBLERS’ BUDGET.” 


Faom Ovum Own Corresronpent. 


MARYBOROUGH  ,Sunday. 
PEAKING here to-day, Mr. V. Davin, 
S Labour T.D., said that the present 

Budget, which made very reasonable 
provision “for the various social services, was 
y admitted to be a gamblers’ Budget, 
impossible to prophesy 
whether the hurried and high tariff policy 
of the Government could possibly justify 
itself inside a few years—how many it would 
throw out of employment, how many more 
could find new means of employment, and 
what would be the cost to the community as 
a whole, 

The Labour Party was very definitely of 
Opinton that tariffs alone could not bring 
about. amy great measure of industria 
development, and the Government itself 
would realise inside a very short time that 
without the provision of a reasonable amount 
of private or State capital their high tariff 
policy would prove to be a very costly 
failure as far as the community was con- 
cerned.

sunk. 

The Government could not justify their 
policy of supporting road transport by a 
further reduction of the taxation on ‘buses.

THE REV. DOMINIC MUCKIAN. 

The death has occurred at St. Saviour’s, 
Lower Dominick street, Dublin, of the Rev. 
Dominic Muckian, Q.P., at the comparatively 
early age of fifty-four. A mative of County 
Louth, Father Muckian received his 
ecclesistical training at St. Mary’s, Tallaght, 
and afterwards at Rome, where he was 
ordained priést in 1903. 

Shortly after his return to Ireland he was 
assigned to the Trinidad Mission, and for 
many years laboured with zeal and energy in 
those tropical regions. He was first attached 
to the Cathedral at Pott of Spain, and was 
afterwards parish priest of Sangre Grande 
and Newtown. 

In 1919 Father Muckian returned to 
Ireland, and became in turn Prior at 
Drogheda, Cork and Limerick. He was an 
able preacher, and was much in request for 
missions and retreats throughout Ireland. 
His simple piety and kindliness of disposition 
par him to all with whom he came in 
contact, and attratted many young men to 
religious life’ in the Dominican Order. He 
was closely identified with the Catholic Boy 
Scout movement in Ireland.

The funeral will take place afterwards.

The burden of them has 
reduced some nations to beggary, has 
brought unemployment and suffering, in 
degrees, upon others, and 
threatens to” impoverish all alike. 
England. has not felt, its pressure so 
severely as many other nations; but even 
there, as Mr. Neville Chamberlain an- 
nounced recently, the working-man must 
pay more for his beer, because Britain 
must pay an instalment of her huge debt 
to the United States in December. Yet 
another Conference of the European 
nations affected will be held shortly, and 
—if conferences mean anything in these 
days— Europe's policy in regard to War 
debts and reparations will be decided 
there. The time clearly has come when 
the whole system must be overhauled ; 
for Europe's progress from. crisis to crisis 
eannot be suffered. to continue. No 
country will repudiate these obligations 
if such .a course. can be avoided; “but 
iu the case of several nations the issue 
eannot+ be avoided much longer.

Saving and Spending. 

Professor J. W. G. Greig, head of the 
Department of English at the Universit, 
of Witwatersrand, has made a suggestion 
which in these days we must regard as 
untimely. He holds that a part of the 
education of an undergraduate ought to be 
the proper spending of £1,000 a year. If 
such affluence exists in Witwatersrand, it 
does not exist in other seats of learn- 
ing. The men at Trinity College, 
Dublin, the National University, or 
even at Oxford and Cambridge whose 
allowance reaches £1,000 a year could be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. 
Professor Greig. must remember that he 
was an undergraduate in more spacious 
times. Saving, and not spending, is the 
virtue required of modern youth; but 
there is some truth in the charge that few 
people to-day are intelligent spenders of 
what little money is left to them. It 
would be interesting to know how the 
professor proposes to furnish the instruc- 
tion which he suggests, and the standards 
that he wishes to establish. At. first sight 
it would seem that, in such a matter, 
individual taste must be paramount. 
Since the instruction of this taste is 
already—or is supposed to be—part of 
every university’s duty, we do not see 
precisely what remains to be done. No 
doubt, the professor has been shocked, in 
common with many others, by the blatanc: 
and vulgarity of our era, and, in this 
event, we can share his concern, even if we 
cannot endorse his policy.

LONDON LETTER. 
WAR DEBTS.

A statement published in New York to 
the effect that the British Government had 
decided to resume its war debt payments 

to the United States, irrespective of áil 
pol só aaen circumstances, is not con. 
firmed here, and in official circles 
ere as completely unfounded. 

ritish Treasury does not need to make a 
further payment to the United Stato 
until December 15th—even months ahea| 
—and many things may happen before 
that time. Only a few days ago \r. 
Neville Chamberlain, addressing a bod, 
Conservative members in a Committee 
Room at the House of Commons, pointed 
out that he could offer no reduction in tho 
beer duty because he was faced with the 
great problem of che debt payments 'o 
Washington. It is said that the 
ment frequently has discussed the quest:on 
of payments—more particularly in con- 
nection with the Reparations Conferen 
and, as it was stated at the Treasury yes. 
terday, no decision has been reached. 

The issue of invitations by the Britis} 
Government on belLalf of France. Ger 
many, Italy, Belgium and Japan for the 
Lausanne Conference, which will open on 
June 16th, has been responsible for report« 
that a definite plan for the reduction vo! 
war debts has been arranged ; but these aro 
not regarded seriously in authoritative 
quarters in London. The actual position 
at the moment appears to be that invit 
tiois have been issued by the six Powers 
to Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, Rumania 
Poland, Greece, Portugal, the Irish Frere 
State, Canada. Aus stralia, South Afr 
and India to take part in the Conferen 
Communications that have been passing 
between the principal capitals have bee 
and the 
order in which the subjects will be dis 
cussed, rather than with any concrete plan 
for specific reductions in reparation pay- 
ments and war debts.

The Imperial Conference. 


Mr. Mander, a Liberal member, has put 
down a question in the House of Commons 
for’ May 24th, addressed to Mr. Thomas. 
asking if he will state whether any con 
sultation now has taken place with the 
other members of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations with regard to the con 
troversy with the Irish Free State a 
affected by the Ottawa Conference. At 
the same time Mr. Mander will ask the 
Prime Minister 1f he will consider the 
advisability of placing a battleship at the 
disposal of the delegation proceeding to 
the Conference. 

The suggestion that a battleship shal! 
be used to convey the British delegation 
is not likely to be adopted, since one such 
vessel would not accommodate all those 
who are going under the Government's 
wing. As a matter of fact. the ever- 
increasing number of delegates and their 
factotums is giving rise to alarm in 
Government quarters, and strenuous efforts 
will be made to reduce it. It is said that 
the party accompanying Mr. Baldwin, 
which will include Ministers, secretaries, 
experts and advisers, will be about sixty ; 
in addition, a number of others will go 
to Ottawa at the Government expense. 
| The clerical staff, with a number of typists 
and messengers, also will form a very 
considerable body. It is said that several 
members of the delegation, recognising the 
expense involved to the country by the 
Conference, intend to pay their own fares 
to Canada, 


Communist Activities. 


The assassination of President Doumer 
is likely to have an important répercussion 
in this country; for it is understood that 
the police are to undertake a thorough 
examination of many shady characters now 
living here who are supposed to be 
associated with anarchistic movements. 
Until Jately Communists, British and 
foreign, have been allowed to move freely, 
even when it was recognised that they 
were plotting mischief of various kinds. 
Trouble among workpeople in Britain and 
India has been traced definitely to some 
of these people, and ;t is appreciated that 
their mischievous activities must he 
stopped. It is not improbable that the 
first step will be a request to the Soviet 
Government that it shall see that the 
arrangement to stop subversive agitation 
in the British Empire shall be carried 
out more thoroughly. In India the

SINCE 1600. 


The family and Estate of Powerscourt 
have long held a place in Irish history. 

In the year 1600 the estate (the castle 
was then in ruins) came into the 
Powerscourt family, Sir William Wing- 
field being at that time Marshal of 
Ireland. The present building is built on 
the site of the old castle, and some of the 
central walls, ten feet thick, belong to the 
former structure. The building was 
erected by Rowley, and the imposing 
terraces, which are such a feature of the 
grounds, w.re designed by Daniel Robert- 
son, an architect (who is said to have 


accomplished most of his best work when 
under the influenee of sherry). 


The seventh Viscount, a well-known 
connoisseur and lover of the beautiful 
in art and nature, added to the charm of 
the place in many ways, and his collection 
of rare and beautiful bronzes end 
statuary which adorns the terraces is a 
noteworthy one. 

These magnificent térraces are further 
adorned with numerous sets of ancient 
gates, masterpieces of the medieval metal 
workers’ craft, and are shadowed by many 
tall ancestral trees, whose age links up 
the past with the present.

SOVIET SUGGESTS A 


PACT.

From Revurer’s Corresponpent, 
SHANGHAI, Sunday. 


Alarmist reports reach here from Chinese 
sources in Harbin, reports that make much 
of the alleged “‘ wdr fever” of the Japanese 
military authorities in Manchura, the clash 
of interests there, and the danger of an open 
break between Soviet Russia and Japan. 

Harbin is described as the focal point of 
4 struggle which may ultimately engulf East 
and West. 

The situation is said to be “ explosive.’ 
Harbin is in a ferment. There are 80,000 
Russians there— half *' Reds,’’ half ‘‘Whites.”’ 
Both sections appear to regard the move- 
ments of Japanese troops with misgivings, 
imagining that they are “ heading for 
Russia,’’ and that, should hostilities break 
out between the Soviet Union and the 
Japanese, Russians—Red or White—will ‘he 
engulfed and destroyed in subsequent events.

THE MURDER OF MR. 
INUKAI, 


Commenting on the assassination of the 
Japanese Prime Minister, The Times 
says:—Terrorism as a political weapon is 
not new in Japan. Its revival of late is 
partly—and chiefly—the outcome of the 
ultra-nationalistic spirit engendered by 
the quarrel with China and embittered by 
foreign criticism of Japanese policy. It is 
also partly due to.a growing mistrust of 
the political leaders, which has produced 
a vague Fascism that combines patriotic 
ardour with, in some quarters, an anti- 
capitalist hatred. The militarist groups 
that are organised for terrorism are not 
concerned with fighting capitalism: their 
aims are concentrated on a narrow and 
violent Chauvinism; but there are other 
bodies that hope to gain political benefits 
by means of the bullet and the bomb. 
Both sets of extremists, though dangerous, 
form only a small minority; but even 
among the peaceable majority there is a 
good deal of impatience with the politica! 
leaders. 

There are general complaints that the 
politicians cannot govern in crifical times, 
and party government is discredited. In 
reaction against what is considered the 
weakness of the politicians and the in- 
experience of the electors, there may be 
a return to the old system of administra- 
tion by Cabinets, under Prime Ministers 
who are above party. It was suggested 
when the Makatsuki Cabinet fell in 
December that a National Government 
should be formed, but the proposal was 
not adequately supported, and the Seiyakai 
Party took office, though it was in a 
minority. No Government in Japan has 
control of the Army and the Navy, and. 
as the present Cabinet does not command 
a majority in the Dict, it has been at a 
double disadvantage in ruling the country 
during the recent period of crisis. The 
death of the leader of the party cannot 
but increase the difficultics ef an already 
much-embarrassed Cabinet,

There was no abnormal rush to clear goods 
from bond at the Dublin docks last Saturday. 
This was probably due to the fact that for 
ordinary business purposes the Customs 
offices close early on Saturdays. In conse- 
quence of to-day’s bank holiday and the 
suspension of business, it was thought better 
by many firms to wait until Tuesday, when 
they will have a full day to clear consign- 
ments. 

Firms accnstomed to handling dutiable 
articles are not finding the additions to the 
list very troublesome, but those to whom such 
articles are more or less new are nee 
The length of the list of articles subject to 
Customs duty induced one merchant to say 
that it would be simpler to keep a list of 
articles on the free list. 

With regard to goods in packages, it was 
pointed out to an /rish Times reporter that 
each cube of a certain beef extract would be 
liable to duty, unless some arrangement could 
be come to by which cubes could be suitably 
packed in the Irish Free State.

FACTORY MAY BE OPENED 
IN FREE STATE. 


The directors of Messrs. John Barron and 
Sons, Lid., Leeds, one of the largest whole- 
sale of clothing firms in the world, have under 
consideration the establishment of a factory 
in the Irish Free State, and tentative arrange- 
ments to proceed with the project have been 
made. . 

Before the imposition of the Free State 
tariffs, Ireland was one of Messrs. Barran’s 
largest. customers, and the decision to work in 
the Free State has been made with the object 
of preserving this valuable market. 

Particulars of the plans of the new Irish 
factory have not yet been disclosed, writes a 
Leeds Correspondent, but a decision in favour 
of the project has been made and orders for 
the machinery to be installed will be placed 
in the near future. 

This will be the first instance of a Yorkshire 
clothing firm opening a branch factory in the 
Irish Free State.

WORKERS’ DEPUTATION TO

Dean Inge, preaching at St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral, London, yesterday, on the re- 
union of the Churches, said that “ reunion 
with Rome is, and probably always will be, 
an impossible dream.”’

MR. DE VALERA ON THE 
GOVERNMENT’S AIM. 


Mr. de Valera, who was greeted with 
cheers, said:—It is a great pleasure in these 
days, when there is so much despondensy 
throughout the world, to come to a city 
where men still look to the future without 


fear, and lay their plans for it with resolu- 
tion. In holding, their Industrial and Agri, 
cultural Pair at this time, the people of 
Cork have shown a readiness.to grasp- and 
to create opportunities, which augurs. well 
for their own welfare and for that of the 
country. Theirs, I trust, is no foolish 
optimism; it is, rather, the confidence that 
expects good things because it is resolved to 
attain them. 

We are, indeed, living in difficult times. 
No one can tell what changes a few years 
may bring. The. one prophecy that may be 
made with assurance is that the structure of 
society éannot much longer withstand the 
strain to which it is now being subjected. 
Flesh and blood will not indefinitely bear 
the privations and the hopelessness which 
for some years have been the lot of many 
millions of the world’s population. If those 
od whom’ rests the duty of leadership in 
politics and business do not soon realise the 
necessity, and find the means of reconstruct- 
ing the social order in accordance with 
Christian prirciples, then I greatly fear that 
there lie before the world calamities of which 
most people have as yet no conception. 

[I and my ‘colleagues in the Executive 
Council welcome the enterprise of the pro- 
moters of this Fair for many reasons, ant 
chiefly because it is a demonstration that, ia 
Ireland gt jJesst; we have the solution of our 
social economic problems in our own 
hands, if we have the will. to apply it. I am 
far from desiring to mimimise the extent and 
difficulty of these problems, the heritage of 
centuries of misdirection, misgovernment, and 
neglect. The normal course of economic 
development has been wilfully twarted in this 
country in the past, and to-day more than 
normal efforts are needed to provide us with 
an economic organisation Ó séan to our 
needs. During the last two years those needs 
have suddenly become more pressing. The 
stoppage of emigration has given us an in. 
creasing population, and it has become vitally 
important to expand the opportunities of 
employment. We can no longer count on 
other countries to relieve us of our responsi- 
bilities to our unemployed. We are thrown 
back upon eur own resources. This Fair is a 
reminder that those resonrces are varied, 
and that. if wa develop them .to. the full, 
they ard in respect of virtually all the neces- 
garles and most of the coniforts of life ample 
for the needs of our people. | 

So far as the Government of the Free State 
is concerned, I assure you that we shall do 
our to the best of our ability to ensure 
to all our citizens the means of earning an 
honest and suflicient livelihood. The task 
will not be an easy one for us, and in the 
initial stages it will call for sacrifices from 
all sections of the people. But, to undertake 
it is our Christian bats as a Government, and 
to co-operate in the work is the duty of every 
citizen. Justice and prudence alike forbid 
that we should tolerate conditions that de- 
prive a large and growing number of our 
people of their right to earn their living, and 
we shall use all the resources of the com- 
munity to bring those conditions to an end. 
If we succeed, as I am confident we shall, 
the welfare of our own country will be secure, 
und otir people will have given to other 
nations an example which may go far to 
establish justice in social relations, and to 
save the world from anarchy.

It has always been clearly understood that 
under the Government of Ireland Act thie 
Northern Parliament is established as a 
subordinate Parliament in the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern 


"Ireland, and that Great Britain and Norther, 


reland “ form a single fiscal unit for the pur 
position and administration oí 
ustoms and Excise duty, income and supe: 
tax,” and that these are imposed by ti: 
Parliament at. Westminster, .to which 
Northern Iteland sends thirteen representa- 
tives. ° , 

“In-ruling, therefore, that reserved services 
are matters for the Imperial Parliament, tho 
Speaker merely recorded a decision which 
has been made frequently, both by himse!: 
and his predecessor. 


NEED FOR INFORMATION. 


Notwithstanding this, however, there is a 
growing. desire that more information on 
this subject should be made available to 
the public, either by the Northern Minister 
of Finance or by the Exchequer authorities 
in London. This is the more necessary as 
there is a growing suspicion that the “‘ fisca! 
umity ‘of Great Britain and Norther 
Ireland’’ is a one-sided arrangement, anc 
that the British Exchequer will secure 
all the surplus revenue of Northern 
Ireland, while, if there should be a deficit, 
the North will have to make it good 
This certainly was the position cont®mplated 
last’ ‘year = the Budget statement was 
presented, and a deficit on Northern Ireland 
revenue of £45,000 was expected, It was 
then proposed to. raid the Northern Road 
Fund to the extent of £120,000 to meet the 
deficit of £45,000, and pay a contribution for 
Lnperial services of £75,000. 

As a mattér of fact, however, it was found 
at the end of the year that, owing to the 
additional taxation imposed by Mr. Chambe: 
lain in his supplementary Budget, combined 
with the results of the first half of the year, 
there was no deficit in Northern Treland, but, 
on. the contrary, a surplus, which will go 
to Imperial contribution, of £401,000. There 
fore, Northern Ireland, which had to con- 
tribute its quota, directly and indirectly, to 
the extra taxation, had to pay ont of its 
Road Fund a sum of £100,000 [instead o: 
£120,000, as originally estimated), which, in 
effuct, swells the Imperial contribution hy 
this amount. It is to be hoped that in the 
final adjustment by the Joint Exchequer 
Board this £100,000 will be returned to the 
Northern Ireland Road Fund, in view of the 
much larger surplus than had been antic: 
pated for Imperial contribution. : 

Much the same procedure is to be adopted 
this year. The surplus at the end of the 
year, according to the recent Budget state 
ment of the Minister of Finance, will ne 
£70,000, which he hopes to increase by 
£50,000 by way of economies in various ser- 
vices. When these economies have been 
effected there is no guarantee that the re- 
served revenue from the new duties, etc., 
may not produce much. more, and the Im- 
perial contribution, instead of being £120,000, 


"may be three Or four times that amount. So 


long as there is this possibility, it is to be 
hoped that the contemplated economies will 
not be at the expense of thelocal Civil Service, 
and that they will not be placed in a worse 
sition comparatively with those in Creat 
ritain, with a consequent decrease in 
purchasing power in Northern Ireland. It 
was always contemplated that Northern 
Ireland should enjoy the same comparative 
rate of services as Great Britain, and any 
attempt to reduce them, if that is contem 
plated, merely to pay a larger Imperial! 
contribution will excite a protest. 


AN INSTANCE, 


The Minister of Finance, in his Budget 
statement, declared that ' the new tarifl 

licy by the Government of the United 
Singdom, and the new duties thereby 
entailed, will add to our revenue an amount 
estimated at £590,000.” Not one Government 
official in a thousand, much less the business 
community and the general public, could tel! 
how this figure is arrived at, or by what 
principle it is obtained, or whether it wil! 
refer to actual consumption of foreign im 
ported articles in Northern Ireland, or is 4 
mere estimated sum. 

Those who have given any serious thought 
to the subject are coming to the conclusion 
that the present system of Northern Ireland 
finance and reserved services, with demands 


from revenue for the Unemployment Fund, 


is becoming much too complicated for two 
areas working the. same fiscal unit. It has 
been made more complicated by the fact that 
now Great Britain and Northern Ireland are 
a tariff, instead of a free trade, area, an“ 
many hold that the present arrangements (0 
not. adequately safeguard Northern Ireland s 
position in the event of a deficit in Northern 
revenue. 

Within the next few years Northern Ireland 
will have an opportunity of placing its 
financial arrangements and its Unemployment 
Fund upon a sounder basis in relation to the 
finances of Great Britain, and many hope that 
it will take advantage of the opportunity.

IMPERIAL ATHENS. 


The subject “ That This House Disapproves 
of the Policy of Pericles’’ was debated by 
the vo Classical Society in Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin, on Friday evening last. Mr. H. 
W. Parke, F., T.C.D., was in the chair. 

The opener, Mr. W. B. Stanford,  con- 
demned Pericles for aiming at the aggrandise- 
ment of Athens, instead of maintaining the 
an-Hellenic policy of opposition to Persia, 
oe which the Delian League had been 
formed, The methods of Pericles, he said, 
were harsh and unjust, and depended on the 
doctrine that might is right. 

Mr. W. N. Gallagher, opposing the motion, | 
maintained that Pericles was justified by the 
glory and power of Athens under his leader- 
ship. 

Mr. J. Watson pointed out that we knew 
of few specific points where Pericles _in- 
fluenced Athens, and suggested that his was 
merely a reflected glory. 

Mr. E. H. Gwynn said that Pericles should 
be judged by the standards of his time, when 
might was more generally accepted as right. 
Athens had to be raised above the level of 
the ordinary Greek State; this could only he 
doye by trade, and trade in those days re- 
uired the support of military power. In- 
dividual liberty was developed to its highest 
point in Periclean Athens. _ 

Other speakers were: Mr. W. H. Mot and 
Mr. H. J. Fine for the affirmative, and for 
the negative Mr. G. 0. Simms, Mr. D. L. 
Graham, Mr. O'Loughlin, and the Auditor.

“Such enterprises are most worthy of 
support, for they cater for the type of man 
whose well-being deserves the greatest con- 
sideration from the nation.”’ 

Referring to the Legion's great loss by the 
retirement of its President, the Duke said :— 
‘“No one has worked more devotedly or un- 
tiringly for the ex-Service men than Lord 
Jellicoe, and I know I am expressing the 
sentiments of everyone when I say how deeply 
grateful we are to him for all that he gs 
done, and how cordially we wish him health 
and happiness in the years to come.’’ 

When he arrived at the conference the 
Duke was cheered enthusiastically by some 
eight hundred ex-Service men. . 

Major-General Sir Frederick Maurice was 
elected President of the Legion in succession 
to Earl Jellicoe, who was elected Vice-Patron 
and given a seat on the Executive Council. 

Lord Jellicoe, in his farewell Presidential 
address, emphasised the success of the 
Legion's work in providing employment, and 
said they had nearly doubled the number of 
ex Service men who had found work during 
the twelve months. 

Major J. Brunel Cohen, the treasurer, 
announced that the receipts from the last 
Poppy Day so far totalled £499,000, but when 
all the overseas donations had been received 
the total would exceed £500,000.
